Several road repair projects approved in Boyne City

BOYNE CITY - 'Tis the 
season for summer road 
projects in northern Michi- 
gan to commence and there 
have certainly been plenty 
of those cropping up on 
roadways big and small 
around the region in recent 
weeks. 

But while city officials in 
Boyne City know there are 
a number of road repairs 
that need to be made while 
the weather is warm, they 
will wait to make some of 


them until the busy sum- 
mer traffic season starts to 
wane. 

Boyne City Commission- 
ers voted last week in favor 
of moving forward with 
roughly $213,000 in road re- 
pair projects throughout 
the city, but much of the 
work won't start until late 
summer or early fall. 

Among the road repair 
projects the commission 
approved was funding for a 
nearly $204,000 contract 
with Rieth-Riley Construc- 
tion to resurface nearly 
6,200 feet of city streets. 


Boyne City public works 
superintendent Andy Ko- 
volski described the 
method to be used in the 
resurfacings as a “crush 
and shape” technique that 
will crush the current sur- 
face so it can be re-used for 
the new road bed. Curbs 
will also be remolded and 
rolled to better channel 
water run-off. 

City streets slated for 
these improvements in- 
clude First Street from Ann 
to Division Streets, Ann 
Street from Pleasant to Wil- 
son Streets, Trent Street 


from Pleasant to Wilson 
Streets, Wilson Street to the 
Avalanche Preserve park- 
ing lot and Front Street 
from Division to Lake Park 
Drive. 

The city commission's 
approved road improve- 
ment funding included a 
$9,000 contract to Applied 
Pavement Maintenance for 
crack sealing along parts of 
nearly four miles of city 
streets including Cherry, 
Lac Vue, East Main, South 
Lake, Michigan, Silver and 
Court Streets.

Dr. Wendling has become 
a staunch advocate for 
rural medical education, 
speaking around the coun- 
try to other academic insti- 
tutions who are interested 
in providing this type of 
program for their medical 
students. Dr. Wendling’s 
work with MSU started in 
2012 as the Director of 
Rural Medicine. With her 
passion for rural health, 
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Dr. Andrea Wendling of Munson Healthcare Charlevoix Hospital was rec-

They work with the local 
Chamber of Commerce, at- 
tend community events, 
work in the Public Health 
Department, conduct re- 
search, and design a public 
advocacy project,” said Dr. 
Wendling. “With less than 
ten percent of today’s med- 
ical students expressing an 
interest in practicing in 
rural settings, it’s impor- 
tant to provide high quality 
training experiences.” 
“This program works be- 
cause we have great hospi- 
tals and doctors to partner 
with. They consistently go 
over and above what is re- 
quired and offer great expe- 
riences for our students. 
The rural hospitals often 
provide housing for the stu- 
dents, the doctors take 
these students ‘under their 
wings’ and give practical 
experience and clinical 
skills to meet the health-

Jett sentenced to year in jail for falsely accusing man

PETOSKEY - An Emmet 
County man has been sen- 
tenced to a year in jail for 
falsely accusing a former 
Charlevoix County man of 
stabbing him in an alley in 
downtown Petoskey earlier 
this year. 

Emmet County Circuit 
Court Judge Charles John- 
son last week sentenced 33- 
year-old Benjamin Ray Jett 
of Petoskey to serve 12 
months in jail and to serve 
10 months immediately with 
the remaining two months 
held in abeyance. He was 
credited for the 62 days he 
has served in jail since his 
arrest in March. 

Jett was arrested after 
falsely reporting to police 
that he had been stabbed by 
aman in the alley behind 
Leo's bar in downtown 
Petoskey between Mitchell 


at 1 p.m. Thursday, May 31, 
2018 at the Ellsworth Chris- 
tian Reformed Church with 
the Rev. Eugene Drenth offi- 
ciating. Burial will be in 
Ellsworth Cemetery.

According to a police affi- 
davit, Jett said he'd gone to 
the alley around 10 a.m. that 
morning to meet with a man 
to purchase $100 in mari- 
juana, but the man took his 
money without giving him 
the pot. 

Jett said when the man 
turned to leave with his 
money, he tried to stop him 
but the man stabbed him 
and fled. Police noted Jett 
did appear to have suffered 
“superficial/non-life-threat- 
ening wounds” when he was 
interviewed. 

Later during a police 
photo line-up, Jett identified 
Justin Patrick Odle, 28, who 
was then living in Boyne 
Falls in Charlevoix County, 
as his attacker. The Emmet 
County Prosecutor's office 
subsequently authorized 
felony charges of assault 
with intent to murder 
against Odle, who hada 
prior criminal history and 
could have served up to life 
in prison as a habitual of- 
fender had he been con- 
victed on Jett's charges. 

Odle strongly denied any 
involvement in the stabbing 
or ever even meeting Jett 
and claimed he'd been stay- 
ing at an area motel with 
friends at the time of the at- 
tack. He was nevertheless 
arrested and held in Emmet 
County Jail on a $3 million 
bond, where he remained for 
about a week until police in- 
vestigators, examining sur- 
veillance video from the 
alley and the motel and 
hearing witness testimony, 
determined Odle had been 
falsely accused. He was re- 
leased from jail and Jett was 
immediately arrested and 
charged with two counts of 
filing a false report of a 
felony, to which he pleaded 
guilty in April.

Jett confessed to police 
that he'd made up the story 
about the stabbing to con- 
ceal from his pregnant girl- 
friend the fact that he had 
made an extra $100 earlier 
so that he wouldn't have to 
spend it on her doctor's ap- 
pointment later that day. He 
also said his stab wounds 
had been self-inflicted. 

When asked by Judge 
Johnson why he'd singled 
out Odle in the police photo 
line-up, Jett replied, “no par- 
ticular rhyme or reason”. He 
said he had never seen Odle 
before the photo line-up. 

Jett did, however, also 
strongly apologize to Odle as 
well as to all others im- 
pacted by his allegations 
and the ensuing investiga- 
tion. He also asked forgive- 
ness from his girlfriend, who 
recently gave birth to their 
son, noting that seeing the 
newborn for the first time 
from behind a glass window 
was a “pain...worse than 
being in jail.” 

Jett also told the court 
that while there's no excuse 
for why he falsely accused 
an innocent man, his 
chronic heroin addiction 
had likely contributed to his 
bad decision-making. 

Along with the 10 months 
in jail he began serving im- 
mediately, Jett must also 
pay some $2,600 in restitu- 
tion along with other fines 
and related court costs and 
he will furthermore be on 
probation for 24 months. He 
could have been sentenced 
to serve between two and 17 
months in jail for his crime, 
according to Michigan state 
sentencing guidelines. 

Odle, who has since relo- 
cated from Boyne Falls to 
the Levering area, told the 
Charlevoix County News 
last month that he is seeking 
legal counsel and may file 
charges for being falsely ar- 
rested.

In 9 months, for 
two hours a day in my 
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maker said would eventu- 
ally be a house.” 

Now we are finishing 
some siding and painting 
in my finals days of my 
high school career. It is 
challenging at times to be 
learning so much, and 
every now and again, have 
to pull up some flooring or 
a board that wasn’t cut or 
laid right; but, from the 
start Mr. Shumaker told 
us that just because we are 
a bunch of kids learning 
how to build a house does- 
n’t mean it has to have 
that “name” that a bunch 
of kids built it. 

Building this house was 
more than just construct- 
ing something that we 
would gain experience and 
knowledge on, it was re- 
ally rewarding, to say that 
I (and some other class- 
mates) built this. It will be 
something I never forget, 
the bonus of it all is, it 
wasn’t just hard work, it 
was fun. I get to go to 
building trades, not have 
to go to building trades. 
From the setting forms, to 
the creation of our beauti- 
ful laminate countertops, 
these are skills I will never 
lose.”

care needs of rural Michi- 
gan,” said Dr. Wendling.

The Charlevoix County 
Commission on Aging and the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services are collabo- 
rating their efforts to provide 
the Senior Project FRESH 
Program again this year to 
the area aging community. 
Senior Project FRESH makes 
fresh fruits and vegetables 
available for income-eligible 
seniors through our local 
Farmers’ Markets. It encour- 
ages healthy eating and pro- 
motes buying local. The 
Senior Project FRESH/Mar- 
ket FRESH program is aimed 
at helping older adults eat 
healthier as they age. 

The program provides par- 
ticipants free nutrition coun- 
seling and $20 in coupons that 
can be exchanged for FRESH 
fruits, vegetables, and other 
healthy foods sold at local 
farmers markets and roadside 
stands. The program runs 
from May 1 to Oct. 31 each 
year. 

To be eligible for this pro- 


gram, you need to be 60 years 
of age or older, be a resident 
of Charlevoix County and at- 
tend a nutritional education 
class. The monthly Income 
Eligibility Guidelines are: 

Household size of 1 = $1,872 
or less amonth 

Household size of 2 = $2,538 
or less amonth 

Household size of 3 = $3,204 
or less a month.
